Commentary 


Employment 

The Australian and State trend series comparisons, shown on page 24, show that there 
was an increase of | .9 per cent in Tasmania’s employment over the year to June 1994. 
The largest percentage increase in trend series employment was in Queenstand (4.5 
per cent). The next highest increase in employment was in New South Wales (3.4 per 
cent), followed by Western Australia (3.0 per cent), and Victoria (2.6 per cent}. There 
was a decrease in the irend series number of employed persons in South Australia of 
0.2 per cent. 


In the Hobart and Southern Statistical Division the estimate of unadjusted 
employment increased by 4500 between June 1993 and June 1994 to 98 500. The 
estimate of unadjusted employment in the Mersey-Lyell Statistical Division was 
44 100 in June 1994, an increase of 2100 on the figure for June 1993. Employment in 
the Northern Statistical Division decreased by 4100 between June 1993 and June 
1994 to 52 300.

Unemployment 

The Tasmanian provisional frend series estimate of 23 860 unemployed persons in 
June 1994 was a decrease of 3800 on the figure for June 1993 of 27 600. The 
provisional trend series estimate of the unemployment rate of 10.9 per cent in June 
1994 was a decrease compared to the trend series estimate of the unemployment rate 
of 12.6 per cent in June 1993,

The Labour Force 

in June 1994 there was an unadjusted estimate of 366 000 civilian Tasmanians aged 
15 or morc. There were an estimated 219 100 persons (based on frend series 
estimates) in the Jabour force. The frend series estimate of the labour force 
participation rate in June 1994 was 59.9 per cent, compared with the figure of 60.2 
per cent in June 1993, 


For males, the frend series estimate of the participation rate was 70.9 per cent, 
compared with 71.2 per cent for June 1993. For females, the trend series estimate of 
the participation rate was 49.2 per cent (compared with 49.7 per cent in June 1993). 
(See table 3, page 2.) 


Employed Wage and Salary Earners 
In December 1993 there were approximately 147 900 employed wage and salary 
earners in Tasmania. This was the same figure recorded for December 1991. 


In November 1993 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 31.9 per cent of ali 
employed wage and salary earners. Overall, the category Community services had the 
highest industry representation — 30.6 per cent — compared with the equivalent 
figure of 26.3 per cent recorded in November 1991. The next highest industry 
grouping Wholesale trade and Retail trade recorded 21.1 per cent, compared with 
18.3 per cent in November 1991. Manufacturing recorded 12.7 per cent, compared 
with 16.0 per cent in November 1991. 


In November 1993, women made up 48.0 per cent of employed wage and salary 
earners. In November 1991, the equivalent figure was 44.4 per cent.

Housing Finance 

The trend estimate for new secured housing finance commitments entered into in 
Tasmania during May 1994 was 1109, valued at $67.2 million. This represented a 2.0 
per cent decrease on the number (1132) and a 0.6 per cent decrease on the value 
($67.6 million) for April 1994. 


These figures also represent a 14.1 per cent increase on the number (972) and a 23.8 
per cent increase on the value ($54.3 million) for May 1993. 


The fall of 2.0 per cent in the May 1994 trend estimate continued the decline which 
began in February 1994.

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Expenditure on Education 

Tasmanian State and tocal government outlays on education in 1992-93 were $510 
million, an increase of 12 per cent on the previous year ($457 million}. This was the 
highest increase of any jurisdiction. The increase over all States and Territories 
combined was 5 per cent. Tasmanian State and local government outlays on primary 
and secondary education were $331 million, or 65 per cent of total outlays on 
education.

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Award Rates of Pay Indexes 

Fhe annual movement from May 1993 to May 1994 of weekly award rates of pay 
indexes for Tasmania rose by 0.9 per cent for full-time adult females and by 2.0 per 
cent for full-time adult males. For Australia, the figures were 1.1 per cent for females 
and 1.1 per cent for males. 


For full-time adult female employees in Tasmania, the largest industry increases over 
this 12 month period occurred in Manufacturing; Wholesale and retail trade: Public 
administration and defence, and Recreation, personal and other services (all 2.3 per 
cent). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employees in Tasmania, the largest 
industry increases occurred in Public administration and defence (11.5); and 
Recreation, personal and other services (2.3 per cent), 


The largest occupation increases over the same period for full-time adult female 
employees occurred in Plant and machine operators, and drivers (2.4 per cent}; and 
Tradespersons (1.8 per cent). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation increases over the period 
occurred in Labourers and related workers (4.0 per cent): and Plant and machine 
operators, and drivers (3,0 per cent).

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Consumer Price Index 
The release of the June Quarter CPI showed Hobart once again recording the highest 
annual increase of all capital citics. 


The 2.7 per cent recorded for Hobart for the 12 months ending June 1994 was 
significantly above the |.7 per cent recorded for the weighted average of all eight 
capital cities. The next highest increase was 2.2 per cent recorded in both Perth and 
Darwin, The lowest increases were recorded in Sydney and Canberra, with 1.5 per 
cent. 


The major groups contributing to the annual increase in Hobart were tobacco and 
alcohol, and health and personal care, with recorded rises of 12.4 and 6.7 per cent 
respectively. Minor offsetting decreases of 1.2 and 0.8 per cent were recorded for the 
clothing and housing groups. 


The only group to record a Jower increasc in Hobart than nationally was 
transportation. 


The quarterly increase in Hobart of 0.4 per cent was lower than the 0.7 per cent 
recorded for the weighted average of all eight capital cities. The major contributors to 
the quarterly movement in Hobart were entertainment, automotive fuel, house repairs 
and maintenance and books, newspapers and magazines. Partially offsetting decreases 
were evident in take-away foods, and cigarettes and tobacco.

Livestock slaughtering 

The trends (this indicates the underlying direction of the series) for slaughtering of 
cattle and calves, and sheep, were down; while slaughtcring of pigs for meat 
production was up between May and June 1994, 


Slaughtering of cattke and calves continued its downward trend from the peak in 
October 1993 when 18 400 were slaughtered. For June 1994 the trend series shows 
16 500 cattle and calves were slaughtered. This was down 5.2 per cent on the June 
1993 level of 17 400. 


A high level of sheep and lambs slaughtered during June this year has pushed the 
trend series upwards. The trend level of 92 200 for June 1994 is 14.6 per cent above 
the 80 500 sheep and lambs slaughtered in June 1993. 


The trend for pigs slaughtered shows a peak in January 1994 of 8000, followed by a 
slight dip to April and again recovering to the 8000 level for June this year. This is 
unchanged from the level at June 1993.

Building Approvals 

There were 348 new dwelling units approved in Tasmania dunng May 1994, an 
increase of 25 per cent on the number recorded for April 1994, and a 14 per cent 
increase on the figure for May 1993 (306). 


For the twelve months ended May 1994 there were 4201 new dwelling units 
approved, two per cent higher than the 4106 units recorded for the 12 months ended 
May 1993. 


The iatest monthly trend estimates for the number of dwelling units approved show a 
decrease over the past six months. 


The value of all buildings approved, at current prices, for May 1994 was $42.2 
million, compared with $35.0 million im April 1994 and $27.3 million in May 1993. 


The value of new residential building approved, at current prices, in May 1994 was 
$24.6 million, compared with the April 1994 figure of $20.4 million and the May 
1993 figure of $21.7 million.

Retail 


The trend estimate for the turnover of retail and service establishments for Tasmania 
in May 1994, was $216.0 million, an increase of more than five per cent on the May 
1993 figure of $203.1 million. The estimate has shown weak growth over the past two 
months. 


The estimate of turnover for Australia in May 1994 , for Australia ($8608.2 million), 
was nearly six per cent higher than for May 1993. The estimate of turnover has 
continued to slow with the monthly growth for May showing 0.2 per cent. The 
monthly growth rate has fallen from 0.8 per cent in December 1993 to 0.2 per cent in 
May 1994. 


In original terms, the estimate of retail turnover for Tasmania in May 1994, was 
$212.9 million, nearly five per cent more than the figure recorded for April 1994, and 
more than seven per cent more than the figure recorded for May 1993.

New Motor Vehicle Registrations 


There were 1243 new motor vehicles (excluding motorcycles) registered in Tasmania 
during June 1994. This was 22 per cent more than for May (1 017) and an increase of 
nearly 15 per cent on the number registered for June 1993, 


Registrations for the twelve months ended June 1994 (12 641) were marginally higher 
than for the twelve months ended June 1993 (12 608). 
(See table 34, page 23.) 


Engineering Construction Activity 


The value of engincering construction activity commenced in Tasmania during the 
March quarter 1994 was $46.3 million, compared with $35.0 million in the December 
1993 quarter and $79.7 million during the March quarter [993. The private sector 
accounted for 58 per cent of activity commenced during the March quarter 1994. For 
the- quarter, construction activity commenced on roads, highways and subdivisions 
totalied $25.7 million. 


The value of engineering construction activity done in Tasmania during the March 
quarter 1994 was $55.4 million, compared with $59.8 million in the December 
quarter 1993 and $82.8 million in the March quarter 1993. Over 57 per cent of work 
done during the quarter was undertaken by the public sector. Activity undertaken on 
roads, highways and subdivisions accounted for $15.7 million in the public sector and 
$12.9 million in the private sector.
